With Bills. 


The Session Expected to be Pro- 
longed Until Summer.

WASHINGTON, D. C., January 31.—The 
small ameunt of business transacted the past 
month by Congress is a disgrace to that body. 
There are at least 5,000 bills pending in the 
two houses, most of which are in the hands of 
committees. The committees meet without 
quorums, and pass upon bills of. unimportant 
character, their action generally being accept- 
ed by those who were absent. speaker Ran- 
dall if anxious for a short session of Congress, 
and is doing all he can to expedite business, 
but the slow work of the comumittees, he 
says, discourages him, and he does not be- 
lieve an adjournment can be effected before 
the summer months. The Senate’ adjourned 
Thursday to meet on Monday, a habit which 
they fell into immediately after the bolidays, 
and will no doubt continue it until 
some political discussion furnishes 
the attraction for keeping members six days 
in their seats. The attention of the House 
will be occupied two weeks longer upon the 
subject of revision of the rules, and when 
this is disposed of Bicknell’s proposition for 
countiog the vote for President is good for a 
month’s debaie. There will be alively con- 
test upon Reagan’s inter-State commerce bill, 
whichis pending, and upon whicha great 
many members have already prepared their 
speeches. There is no telling when discussion 
will end uponthe imporiaut measures which 
now hang _ fire, to say nothing of personal 
bills which appeal fora hearing. The Senate 
is doomed to a lengthy political palaver, 
which will be provoked by the financiai bills 
now slumbering on the crowed calendar. It 
will be impossible for the Senate to properly 
attend to the business now before it and ad- 
journ before the first of July.

Great Britain. 

LONDON, January 381.—The Marquis of 
Anglesey, Liberal member of the House of 
Peers, is dead; aged 59. 

Win. H. Smith, First Lord of the Admiral- 
ty, a Liberal Conservative, speaking in W est- 
minster last nigbt, condemned the disposition 
of certain Liberal politicians to coquette with 
Home Rulers,evidentiy referring to the prom- 
ise of Lord Ramsay to support the enquiry 
into the yuestion of homerule in the House 
of Commons, in return for which Liverpool 
Home Rulers promised him their votes. 

In anticipation of the state ceremonial the 
5th of Fe bruary, when the Queen will open 
Parliament, arrangements are perfe cting for 
aroyal procession toand from W estminster. 

The steamer Bengore, coal-laden, from 
Penarth for Gibrater, foundered when two 
daysfrom port. Thirteen of the crew were 
drowned and six were saved.

The popular excitement in Liverpool over 
the approaching election fora member of the 
Ilouse of Commons, to fill the vancancy caus- 
ed by the death of John Torr, increases daily. 
The Liberals are confident that the Home Rule 


vote, estimated at 10,000, will give 
them a victory. They also have the 
vote of the temperance organizations 
and Lord Derby’s local influence. 


The Conservatives declare the bargain with 
the Home Rulers will alienate maay Liberals 
and that their candidate, Whiteley, is a man of 
great personal popularity.

The Judges Disagree as to the 
Demurrer, 


And Will Certify It to’ the U. S. Supreme 
Court—Proceedings in Court. 


On convening the United States Cireuit 
Court this morning, in accordance with a pre- 
vious notice, Judge McCrary delivered the 
views of the Court on the demurrers to 
the indictments against Britton A. Hull, 
Barton Bates and E,. P. £urtis, of the 
late National Bank of Missouri. The court- 
room was crowded with the attorneys en- 
gaged, and many others who have become in- 
terested in the case, whose importance is well 
unde: stvod by all acquainted with the facts 


involved. The opinion was delivered by 
Judge McCrary, who said: ‘* We have arrived 
at a decision with reyard tothe demurrers to 
the ingiictment of the bank officers of the Na- 
tional Bank of Missouri; but before 
announcing our conclusion, there is a pre- 
liminary matter that was brought out by the 
argumeuts in these cases which deserves 
especial atteution. 

“Rule 32 of the proceedings of this court par- 
ticularly states that unless demurrers dis- 
tinctly specify the grounds ‘on whicu they ure 
to be taken, andihe poin.s relied on, they will 
be disregarded. ‘This rule has for its object | 
the preparation by the opposing counsel of | 
the puiuts attack: d, and therefore requires it 
to be done beiore the argument on the case 
commeuces. This rule is thus staied b: cause | 
it will be adheied to in the future, and the 
ruling on the present case cannot be taken 
in the light of disregarding its purposes. | 
Usuaily tne statement of the distinct point on | 
wuicn the demurrer is to rest must be made 
befure Lue arguments began, but in the pres- 
eut case no inconvenience was experienced by 
the counsel for the Government; no diffieuliy 
in prepuring the authorities to substatiate | 
the argument, and, therefore, the rule will , 
not apply with its full rigor to the case-under 
discussion.
